Calls On Klan To Disband. 
TULSA, OKLA., Sept. 15.—B rand­ 
ing the Ku Klux Klan as the “worst 
blight ever known in American his­ 
tory” H. O. McClure, president of 
the Tulsa Chamber of Commerce, to­ 
night issued a statem ent calling un­ 
to Tulsa Klansmen to disband. 
McClure’s statem en t followed fail­ 
ure of the board of directors of the 
cham ber to support 
hi3 report to 
them th at he had told local klan 
officials 
th a t 
their 
organization 
should shoulder 
responsibility for 
conditions th at brought on martial 
law in Tulsa County. 
McClure who had been attem pting 
to negotiate a peace 
treaty with 
Governor W alton on behalf of Tulsa 
business men under 
which troops 
would be withdrawn from the coun­ 
ty, declared that the klan was to 
blame for the floggings, “religious, 
social and business and intolerance 
which he said, had split Tulsa “wide 
open with dissension, fear and bigo- 
ary.” 
The klan, he asserted, “has brought 
shame and disgrace to this ordinar­ 
ily peaceful and law-abiding commu­ 
nity causing men to fear for their 
lives or for a boycot 
against 
their 
business.” 
“Tulsa has been no different than 
America ” he said, It is a progres­ 
sive city of 110,000 people. 
Yet not 
more than Three or Four per cent 
of that population has sponsored and 
committed depredations 
that place 
Tulsa in the American spotlight as 
a city where law violations are com­ 
mitted on a wholesale scale, where 
public officials fail in the perform­ 
ance of their duty and allow civil 
law enforcem ent 
to be destroyed, 
where military rule must be placed 
to stop insurrection 
and rebellion, 
where lawlessness 
reigns 
without 
check or hindrance. 
“Who suffers most because of this 
state of affairs? Not those who en­ 
gage In floggings, for they are pro? 
tected by an invisable government. 
It it then those whose backs bear 
the lash wielded 
by masked and 
cowardly captors? Surely they share 
in the suffering. But they are not 
alone, good citizenship of a progres­ 
sive city—the citizenship that com­ 
prises almost the city’s population— 
must bow its head as it realizes the 
outside world believes it is respon­ 
sible for the conditions complained 
of.” 
“Yet, they have taken no part in 
floggings oi similar law violations. 
They have gone about 
their daily 
pursuits as usual. But they are not 
entirely mlameless, for by their lack 
of opposition to the Ku Klux Klan 
movement, they have

Witnessed by 90,000 persons it was 
one of 
the 
fiercest 
heavyweight 
contests fought 
in years. 
The 
Ar­ 
gentine giant after being floored five 
times in 
the 
first round, knocked 
Dempsey 
completely 
through 
the 
ropes. 
When the champion crawled 
back in he was groggy,bleeding and 
probably 
only 
managed 
to 
last 
through the round 
because of 
his 
greaten experience. 
Firpo’s famous pile driving right 
was his most effective weapon. 
He 
sunk his blow into Dempsey's body 
and smashed him on the 
chin 
at 
every 
opportunity. 
Dempsey tore 
right into Firpo from the start, hook­ 
ing over short lefts and rights while 
the bewildered slow moving Argen­ 
tinian retreated.

Every one is controlled by faith or 
by fear. 
And these two are sworn 
foes. 
They c an ’t get along together. 
W hen faith comes in fear takes to 
its quickest heels. 
W hen fear comes 
in faith has already gone out. 
The 
man is the doorkeeper. 
Neither gets 
in till he throws open the door. 
F ear cram ps the nerves, dries up 
the Juices, sets the imagination wild, 
the heart a-raclng, and the will to 
wobbling. 
I’m talking of course about the fear 
th a t’s afraid. 
There are three kinds 
of fear. 
T h e re ’s the fear of rever­ 
ence. 
It grows out of love. 
It is 
good. 
It’s a tonic for nerves and 
spirit. 
Then there is the fear of caution. 
It grows out of the presence of dan­ 
ger, and of wrong. 
These must be 
guarded 
against. 
And 
this, 
of 
course, is only good. 
Its absence is 
bad. and exposes one to danger, bodi­ 
ly or worse. 
Its presence means a 
wholesome discipline that restrains 
and steadies. 
And then there is the fear th a t’s 
afraid.

The confidence has its 
roots in deep and strong. 
This sort of faith is recognized as 
a great asset, especially in com m er­ 
cial circles. 
It rides almost rough­ 
shod over difficulties. 
The man that 
never 
knows

he is whipped 
never is whipped. 
H e ’s unwhippable. 
And at its roots it is always faith 
in some one. 
It may be in one’s self, 
a good self-confidence, or In others. 
Back of

hank is the 
men or 
group in control, back of the scheme 
being pushed is the brainy experienc­ 
ed thinker, and the backing capital­ 
ist.

Dr. Loban, Universal College, Pittsburgh, Pa., wrote as follow’s 
to a certain chiropractor copy to me. 
“I do not advise a splnograph 
In all cases by any means • 
• 
*. 
The X-Ray is not an infallible 
guide because it is possible to misread plates, 
• 
• 
•• 
I believe 
that every case not made plain by palpation, the X-Ray should be 
called to the aid of the practitioner.” 
Dr. Schulze, President National College, Chicago, in a letter 
stated. “X-Ray pictures do not make chiropractic 100% efficient. 
In fact spinography is being brought too much to the forefront by 
energetic X-Ray salesmen and pseudo-scientific chiropractors • 
• 
•. 
The X-Ray has its legitimate use, but I claim that palpation is the 
most 
important analytical 
or 
diagnostic 
feature 
of 
chiropractic. 
The X-Ray should only be used in well selected cases.” 
The a!>ove doctors own colleges giving X-Ray courses. 
They 
would 
profit 
greatly 
in 
unreservedly advocating 
X-Ray 
if facts 
Justified it. 
A skilled chiropractor can usually detect the various displace­ 
ments without X-Ray pictures. 
He does not consider any one kind, 
but all of them. 
However, the posterior displacement is most com­ 
mon. 
Dr. B. J. Palmer, Palm er School. Davenport, la., in his “ Pit 
Notes” February to October 1922, analyzed 219 cases and recorded 
213 posterior displacements. 
There were 115 right, 106 left, 51 in­ 
ferior, and 12 superior. A compound displacement such as posterior 
right superior, was counted one for each direction. 
Dr. Palmer is, 
I believe, considered a skilled chiropractor. 
In Dr. Palm er’s Technique of Chiropractic, Vol. 13, page 130, 
says. “It may be said in a general way that the majority of vertebra 
are DISPLACED PRINCIPALLY TO T H E POSTERIOR AND THAT 
ANY 
ADDITIONAL 
DIRECTIONS 
ARE 
ENTIRELY 
MINOR 
IN 
DEGREE.” 
The X-Ray will not reveal posterior displacements from the 
first to the sixth dorsal vertebra. 
These effect the most important 
vital organs—heat, lungs, liver, stomach—and an anterior-posterior 
view* does not reveal posteriority in any region of the spine. 
For 
the above and other reasons I cannot give unreserved support to 
the idea of some that X-Rav is necessary in all cases. 
I am not 
opposed to X-Ray analysis for chiropractors but contend it should 
be used only in well selected cases. 
I hold a diploma in X-Ray work, 
lf your case is one which I 
think needs a spinograph I can have it taken. 
I have rest rooms, clean individual gowns for each woman and 
individual table sheets for men. 
I use methods for relaxing the 
spine so as to obtain an easier, better adjustment.
